On and after July 1, 1913, all appli- 


cants for examination as registered 
pharmacists shall submit evidence of 
having satisfactorily completed one 


year of college work in a college of 
pharmacy ‘recognized by the Board 


and on and after July 1, 1914, the 
Board shall require evidence of hav- 


ing graduated from a college of phar-— 
macy embracing at least a two-year 
‘course and recognized by the Board. 

The Board will only recognize the 


two state schools of pharmacy in 
Washington, and such other schools 


or colleges in the country as hold 


membership in the American Con- 


ference of Pharmaceutical Faculties. 
We knew there were some fine men 


in Washington, fine from every view- 
point and we knew that many of these 
fine men were interested in pharma- 
ceutical progress, and yet we hoped 
and hoped that California would take 


the lead that Washington has taken. 


We are, however, not in the least 


jealous and we hereby extend to. our 


sister state all credit in having taken 


the step that we worked for in Cali- 


fornia. Our intentions were good and 
we certainly exerted ourselves in be- 
half of pharmaceutical progress but 
we have been (temporarily only) 
held back by those who refused to 


listen to the voice of progress. In 


our progressive work we have been 
most bitterly and persistently opposed 


by our own Board of Pharmacy. We 


are satisfied that a Board of Phar- 
macy that persistently refuses to aid 
in the progressive movement of phar- 


to a legitimate use. 
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macy is not the right Board of Phar- 
macy for the State of California. We 
have on several oceasions written to 
the Board suggesting co-operation in 
matters pertaining to pharmaceutical 
education and legislation but thus far 
we have not heard from said Board 
excepting in a condemnatory way as 
far as our efforts are concerned. But 
then, let it pass. What is the use? 
Therefore let us take off our hats 
to the Washington Board of Phar- 
macy. Even though we have accom- 
plished but little in our own State, 
let us show a proper appreciation for

STORE MANAGEMENT 


By J. A. Sanford 


To attempt to give some helpful 


suggestions of a general character is 
about the best that can be done 


in a single paper; it is hoped, how- 


ever, that some points touched upon. 


will, through discussion, elicit further 
ideas and draw out helpful criticism. 


No attempt will be made to cover the 


whole ground. No system can be ad- 
vanced to fit all cases; it can’t be 
done any more than one suit of clothes 


ean be made to fit any individual. 


Purposely, many topics have been 


avoided; particularly such as have 
been written about so fully and re- 


peatedly in the Drug Journals and 
maybe you will think one or two 


topics have been treated at too great. 
length; one of them, the subject of 
apprentices, may tire you; | hope not. 


Free and fair discussion of topics 


brought before our sittings, should be 


cur greatest reward, our greatest in- 
centive to attend these annual gather- 
We can read the various papers 


not attending the meetings. Reading 
by title never struck me as belonging 
to a successful meeting. 

After all is said, [ never saw two 
blades of ribbon grass, two variegated 
leaves, or two drug stores just alike; 
it’s better so; all have peculiarities, 
even hobbies; some good points and 
some bad ones; 
about the good points and often our 
enemies tell:us about our bad points 
and unintentionally do us a friendly 


service. Some clerks if they would 
talk for the store they work in as 
strong as they criticise it, would 


climb with the rest. 


a salary out of the business; 


may possess a whole lot of 
curves you didn’t dream of until you 
start in to talk about him. 


our friends tell us 


help immensely in the store’s manage- 
ment and progress. Running a store 
successfully is one thing; just criti- 
cising what some one else is trying 
to do is quite different; the pull to- © 
gether is what gets the persimmons. 


Running expenses, rent, salaries and 


other incidentals are climbing up each 
year and prices cannot be made to 
Whatever you 
do, or don’t do, put the proprietor’s 
salary down with other expenses; if 
he is no good he should be fired, if 
he is any account, he should be paid 
if the 
business can’t stand a salary for him, 
that business needs a new boss. There 
is One running thing well to avoid, 
don’t run down your competitor. You 
may size him up with smoked glasses, | 
and they may be out of focus. He

‘Help 
No question has agitated or elicited 
more discussion among the retail traae ~ 


than the question of help; by this, I 


mean qualified help; help that is 


qualified to fulfill the duties required 


in the drug handling.and at the same 
time, meet the requirements of the 
State laws; there seems to be two 
causes that have a tendency to make 
the drug help more scarce than is 
the case with other lines; the first in- 
fluence against a young man entering 
the drug trade has been and is- now 


to a great extent the long hours, to 


which is added also Sunday work. 
The second proposition which faces 
the young man is the much greater 
responsibility in handling drugs than 
is the case with the dry goods, books, 
grocer’s, hardware and many other 
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lines. With a multitude of laws to 
look out for, examining boards to 
pass, it’s a wonder that good drug 
store help is not scarcer than it is. 
Without good help successful business 
is well nigh impossible. An employe’s 
salary is not a matter of hours, it is 
a matter of action and results, not 
a matter of flying feathers. 
I believe to get at the root of the 


help problem, the most effective way 
is to employ regularly entered ap- 
prentices, giving this apprentice all 
that the State law requires, and as 
much more as possibly can be done; 


before accepting a young man as an 


apprentice, I believe he should be 
employed for several months around 
the store, that you may have the 
opportunity to understand his temper- 


ament, his ability of action, his ability 
to learn and his likelihood of giving 


his time to study and staying with 


the business - after once undertaking 


his. apprenticeship. There should be 


some regular paper drawn up with 
definite stated conditions, as to work 
hours, and what the young man is to 
receive in the way of instruction. If 


the apprentice looks at the matter 
right, he will consider good instruc- 


tion with moderate compensation 
worth far more than somewhat better 
compensation and poor and indifferent 
instruction. There was a time when 
no young man would be received into 
the drug trade without some clear 
understanding as to his apprentice- 
ship; a young man who works faith- 
fully in the general interests of the 
store is rightfully entitled to a course 
of regular, thorough and systematic 
instruction which will enable him at 


the end of his apprenticeship to go 


before the Board of Pharmacy with- 
out. weeks of cramming and coaching 
to get ready for his examination; our 
experience has been that the appren- 
tice who has done the regular work 


required and has shown a desire to 
really learn has in every instance suc- 
ceeded in passing the board, usually 
at his first appearance; under the sys- 
tem which has been recently installed 
by the State Board, he is given a 
card which shows his standing in 
each subject in which examined; from 
this, if:he is honest and earnest, after 
being granted assistant papers he can 
easily prepare himself in a year or 


so to appear before the board for 


examination for licentiate papers. If 


the retail drug trade more generally — 
would follow the State law in regard > 


to apprentices and add a systematic 
plan..of entering them upon their 


work for a period which covers three — 
years with study, it will not be many 


years until there will be all the reli- 


able men in the retail trade that it 


can properly support, and give to all 
such a fair compensation. In our own 


case with apprentices, they sign a 


three year contract; the first twelve 
months is on a stated stipulation, five 
dollars bonus is set aside each month 


as reserve; the second year is also on 


a stated salary with a bonus of five 
dollars per month; the third year is 


followed out in the same way; each 


year the monthly compensation being 


increased; the bonus, however, remain- _ 


ing the same, namely, five dollars per 


month until the end of the term; at 


that time the apprentice having ful- 


filled the conditions of the contract 


and ourselves having done the same, 


the young man is then paid over $180 
in addition to his regular last month’s 


salary. 


Education 
-I believe that I am right in saying 


that the one subject which students 


before the State board fear the most 
and fail in most frequently is the 


subject of chemistry; the reason for 


this is that it is one of the most 
difficult subjects for intelligent self- 
study. In the second place preceptors 
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are not up to date or particularly well 
versed in this subject; in those places 
where there is a high school, it is gen- 
erally possible and a good plan for 
the apprentice who is able to attend as 
a special student, the chemistry lec- 
ture course in the high school. ‘TYhere 
is also another excellent course which 
is available for such students as have 
no knowledge of chemistry, namely 
the summer school at Berkeley; there 
are always two courses and sometimes 
three or four in chemistry; the one 
which appeals to the apprentice is 
the elementary course; any student 
with very little reading can be easily 


prepared to enter this; no examination. 


is required. The knowledge given in 


this course I believe will be sufficient. 


to meet the requirements of the board; 
there is great advantage in the high 
school and summer school chemistry 


course in the fact that it gives cor-— 


rect and up-to-date information, freely 
illustrated ~-with experiments, and 
above all, it starts the student in a 
systematic course of instruction and 
study which is beneficial and influen- 
tial in many different directions. 

The advantage of the summer school 


attendance is that it brings the stu-— 
dent in contact with our highest State 


educational institution. It is a good 


opportunity to study other branches; 


there is a course in plant study and 
systematic botany; there is also a 
‘botanic garden which exhibits hun- 
dreds of plants which are in the 
stock of the druggist; these plants are 
more or less grouped into families and 
serve as valuable object lessons. The 
study of botany should create an in- 
terest in the vegetable department of 
drugs which ean be aroused in no 
other way; the apprentice when once 
interested in the study of botany, from 
that time on looks upon flowers, barks, 
roots, ete., with a different eye. It 
gives him a feeling removed from the 
daily drudgery; it takes away that 
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sort of automatic attitude toward 
pharmacy work that is detrimental 
and discouraging to the beginner; and 
I might add this also applies to others 
who are a long ways from being be- 
ginners. Additional to the influence 
in the confines of the store, whenever 
the student of botany is permitted to 
get into the fields, vegetation assumes 
an interest which no ordinary observer 
possesses, it enthuses new life and 
new interest in a country excursion 
and enables the student to go back 


to the inside work with renewed inter- 


est In no other way attainable. _ 
The University of California Sum- 
mer School gives yearly in the neigh- 
borhood of 170 distinct courses of 
study; therefore it will be readily seen 


that the apprentice attending this 


school for chemistry and botany or > 
allied studies has a wide range of 
subjects to select from for general 
culture; the course lasts six weeks; 
the fee covering all selected studies is 
$15.00, and with chemistry, a small 
additional laboratory charge; the cli- 
mate at Berkeley at this season of 


the year is perfect, seldom having a — 


day: of sufficient warmth to produce 
any discomfort whatever; something > 


which can be claimed by no other 


summer school in America; the study 
foundation laid for a student at this 
school is a great advantage, it may 
furnish a possible stepping stone to a 
regular course in a school of pharmacy, 
plant an ambition in the young man 


to take a systematic course, which 


cannot be over valued from a point of 
culture as well as from a financial 
view; any young man should, if pos- 
sible, make great sacrifices to qualify 
himself in some regular school of 
pharmacy; this is not always possible; 
there are so many instances where it 
is next to impossible, that I have gone 
on record against the enactment of 
the law which forces young men to 


graduate from a school of pharmacy 
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before being permitted to present 
themselves to the State Board of 
Pharmacy. | 

While I advise this pre-graduate 
work in every instance possible, I do 
not believe that the law should make 
it compulsory. Certainly not until 
the State places the instructors in 
these schools on regular and sufficient 
salary so that the student may get 
his instruction tuition free. — 


Buying 


Buying is easier than selling; it is 


much easier to get a store filled with 
goods than with customers; quantity 
buying sounds big, and we are so 
often told that So-and-so is on the 
quantity list.. Just to land a big 
sale; Mr. So-and-so bit off so much, 
and so on. You know. I believe that 
in the main that the man who buys 


as he wants it, when he wants it, and 


what he is sure he wants from his 
local wholesaler is, in the long run, 
ahead of the game. The man who ex- 
pects to sell you every seven or four- 
teen days is not very liable to try to 
make a sale to you that will make 
you feel as if you wanted to throw 
him out the next time he showed up. 


The man who don’t expect to sell you 
btit one bill in a lifetime is the man 


to look out for. 

Over-buying means over-crowding, 
higher taxes, higher insurance and, 
most of all, deteriorated stock, out of 
season and out of style goods. One 
of America’s greatest supply firms to 
department stores advocates buying 
moderately and often. 


The man who wants to make a rush 


sale is another kind to look out for; 


he has a train to make, a date ahead 


and so on. The gold brick financier 
always does business with great dis- 
patch. Herman the magician never 
would have become famous if he 
hadn’t been quick. You aint count 
the skyrockets when they go up, but 
you can sort of measure them up 
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when they float down. Go slow in 
the big quantity and big discount bait 
from strangers; this bait may be set 
out for a sucker, the hook all out of 
sight until pay day. Have a want 
list, and have it handy, where the 


item can be jotted right now; the do- 


it-now man shines here as he will no- 
where else. A well-kept want list will 
save one-half the expense for tele- 
graph, telephone and express charges; 


then it’s such a satisfaction to be able - 


to deliver the goods when the demand 
comes. 
| Price 
Some time ago I had occasion to 
pick up a certain piece of small hard- 
ware; to get the necessary number 


of pieces, I had occasion to visit six 


hardware stores and to my surprise 
the price in all six was exactly the 
same; now this is a satisfactory con- 
dition to both the buyer and the seller; 
the hardware trade is fully equal to 
the drug trade in the matter of small 
items. Lack of uniformity in price 
has caused no end of ridicule to be 
passed upon the druggist, leading the . 


public to think that druggists’ profits 


are so great he really don’t know 
what to ask for his goods; this varia- 
tion causes the people to loose confi- 


dence in us and gives some people a 


chance to call the dtuggist a robber. 

The N. A. R..D. Price Book is the 
best help.-I have yet seen toward 
getting general uniformity in the 
matter of prices. Special prices 
should be avoided as much as possible ~ 
and one salesman should not attempt 
to under-price another and the boss 
should stay by his salesman in every 
possible way to maintain uniformity 
of charges. | 

A qualified pharmacist who has spent 
good money and years of study to 
become . qualified is not. likely to run 
down: the price on legitimate drug 
sales, but it’s folly for the druggist to 
try to put professional ethics on side 
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rate over present schedules. 
show drug stores to be a good aver- 


lazy can pull it down.

Insurance and inventory stand close 


on each others’ heels. The standard 
policy has simplified insurance mat- 
ters, but have you read the fine print 
of this policy, about gasoline, carbon, 
ether, chloroform, etc.? If not, then 


- you may be insured and may be not. 


If you have no inventory, you may be 


able to settle with the insurance com- 
pany or they may settle you. In case. 
of fire and no inventory, you will 


most likely take their terms. It’s 
trouble to take stock, it’s a hard job, 


and don’t seem to pay any dividends. 


But it’s the way and the only way to 
show you where you are at. Its 
facts and figures may jar you but 
it’s a splendid good thing to be jarred 
now and then. The inventory is like 
a searchlight on your business; it’s a 
statement of cold facts you should 


know, no matter whether pleasant or 
unpleasant; co-operative insurance is 
surely gaining ground, maybe not all 
insurance should be so carried, but 


there is no reason why this form of 
insurance cannot claim a part of our 
burden, and, too, at a greatly reduced 


age risk. If the co-operative company 


properly distributes or scatters its 


business it’s as safe as any; of course, 


granting any reasonably good honest 
competent’ management. 
The matter of salary is the biggest 


item of expense and the most import- 
nt.» Pay all you can afford and try 


to afford enough to get good men 


around.you. The best proprietor with 


energy and capital can’t build up a 


business-as fast as a -poor salesman 
with the big-head and indifferent. or 
The best 


customers are not always the best 


get down to _ business 


regularly, others never do.

be without at least one good drug 


journal and two or three are better, 


and one good medical journal should 
be maintained. The exposures of 


American and foreign medical frauds, 


including manufactures and manu- 


factured products, form interesting 


and valuable reading in the columns 


| of the journal of the American Medi- 
eal Association. 


Often the informa- 
tion given in a single issue on pharma- 
ceutical frauds is worth the cost of a 
whole year’s subscription. Let the 


journals float around the store. Now 
and then one will get lost, but it will | 


plant a lot of good seed before it drops 
out of sight; this seed may not de- 
velop into a great mustard tree, but 
it will do all the boys good, just the 


same. At the close of the year have 


the drug journals bound up with in- 


dex; not a week will go by that they 


will not answer some _ troublesome 
question and bring dividends, too. 
Some well-paid clerks seldom look 


‘much to journals; when they once 


get through with the Board of Phar- 
many they seem to feel that they 
know it all. With such a repeated 
examination once in five years or so 
would be a mighty stimulus to ‘peruse 
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at least one drug journal and buy a 
new chemistry book or book on phar- 
macy now and then. 

Putting unsalable or returned 
wrapped parcels of drugs back :in 
containers is slovenly and lazy; if the 
stuff goes back at all put it in with 
the other contents and be done with 
it; it’s then in the right place and 
condition to sell from; it’s generally 
safer to throw away small lots of 


returned drugs, especially if powdered, 


than to run the risk of mixing with 

Food and Drug Laws 
Food and drug laws have come to 
stay; some of the laws are fine drawn 
‘and can be administered to a degree 
needlessly troublesome and beyond the 


demands of public safety; it is to be 
said that in the matter of labels and 


the marking of guarantees, that some 
of the responsibility should be fixed 
on the man making the sale and not 
wholly on the proprietor; correct labels 


may be abundantly supplied, but if 
not applied to goods going over the 
counter at time of sal«, the store may 


be put in a bad light by an employee’s 


neglect. Parcels of goods, poisonous. 
or innocent in character, are better 


plainly marked on-the parcel. It also 
reminds the consumer where the goods 


come from. Herbs and many vegetable 


drugs should be carefully 
handled and be better cared for. Many 


of our oils should be examined and 


tested at once and the chemistry bear- 
ing on these particular goods should 
be studied carefully; no line of goods 
we handle are, I think, so much open 
to suspicion or sophistication. U. S. 
P., N. F. standards and alcohol per- 
centage are not the whole business. 
More attention must be given to 
quality and condition of our stocks 
and we must get better facilities for 
testing and examining our goods; our 
business position morally demands it 
and the laws compel it. — 


Cleanliness 
Cleanliness is admittedly next to 


godliness in a general way. In a 
specific way this is certainly true of a 
drug store; the furniture don’t need 
to be mahogany or quartered oak; 
clean pine or neat wood work looks 
acceptable and is satisfactory to the 
average customer. A dirty sloppy silk 
dress is not nearly as attractive as a 
clean neat calico. Most patrons of 


the drug store are not well or chéerful 


themselves, or some of their folks are 
in sickness; dirt and disorder don’t 


look good to the customer in either — 


case. Even dusty customers appreci- 
ate a dustless store. To sick or well 
dust and dirt repels where cleanliness 
and light attracts, like a sweet flower 
to the bee. 

Let the cleanliness start in the back 
room and reach right out to the ex- 


tremity of the sidewalk; look out 


for the sidewalk on windy days, 
especially the walk wants to stay clean 
all day and especially a busy one. 
Don’t let the walk in front of the 
store look like the steps of a house 


that has been vacant for six months; : 
you all know what this looks like; it’s . 


the next thing to death; one, as he 
goes by such a house, feels as if may 


be they did all die in there. It isn’t a 


good plan to let the public get to 


thinking you are a dead one. Then, | 
too, there are some very clean depart- 
ment stores, five and ten-cent stores, 


grocery stores, ete., that are fishing 


for the very customer who noticed 


your dirty front and sidewalk. — 
| ‘Fixtures 

Don’t spend thousands of dollars in 
fixtures and have doors and drawers 
in cases and in walls left half open; 
some men never fully close a door or 
drawer when taking out goods; they 
are later going back to close the 
door or drawer, but the later time 
don’t seem to come; some men expect 
and need a porter to follow them up. 
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I have stepped into nicely fitted up 


stores that looked like a fright with | 


half-open doors, drawers, and cases, 
ete. 

Finally if you don’t know just what 
to do next in the way of management, 
just play customer; put yourself in 
the customer’s place; get the custo- 
mer’s point of view; get outside of the 
counter and get a look in and maybe 


you will discover some weak points 
and if you are open to suggestions, 


something may occur to you then and 
there. Just resolve to correct that 


something that don’t look good from 
the customer’s point of view. Don’t 


allow the boss to get the know-it-all 
feeling, or have him feel he must 
always be getting a larger hat. 
Therefore, now and then the aforesaid 


boss, who hath too much ego, should 


call himself down for his own good; 
it may materially add to his em- 


ployee’s comfort and be a benefit to 


his trade.

THE UNION MEDICAL COLLEGE, 


PEKING, CHINA 


As one goes round and: sees the 
dire need of the people and the hope- 
less condition of the present native 
practitioner, one realizes how much 
good must come to China and her 
people as a result of the splendid 
effort now being made in many 
centers to give a medical education 
to numbers of her young men. This 
matter of medical education in China 


is one which is occupying the minds 


of many. of our ablest medical mis- 
sionaries and also engaging the at- 
tention of their home boards. All 
praise is due to those mission boards 
which have set their missionaries free 


to engage more fully’ in this work. 


The fact that these men are not work- 
ing as sO many separate units, but in 


all the large centers are uniting their 


efforts to form union medical schools, 
bids fair to secure an ultimate suc- 
cess which separately they could never 
hope for. | 
This union work has resulted in the 
establishment of the Union Medical 
College, Peking, China. The work 
there established is very much similar 
to work being done, as intimated, in 
all the large cities in China. At these 


schools many young, bright Chinamen 


are given a thorough training in 


practical medicine and surgery. As 


men cannot well treat women in 
China, because of social practices, 


work is well under way, especially at 


Canton, in the nature of medical col- 
leges for Chinese women, who are 


trained especially in the diseases of 


women and children. More than this, 
there are in China a considerable num- 
ber of foreign schooled Chinese women 
practicing modern medicine. I per- 
sonally know of two who are gradu- 
ates of Ann Arbor, Michigan... They 


are doing a most magnificent work 


among the women and children, one at 
Kiukiang and the other at the largest 
city on Lake Poo Yang. Of course, 
all this work is under the auspices of 
the medical missionaries upon whom 
too much credit and praise cannot be 

bestowed. 


The work of the Union Medical Col- 
lege, Peking, is of especial interest 


as it is not only encouraged but partly 


supported by the Chinese Imperial 
Government.*  This_ distinction is 
shared in by but very few foreign 
schools. The graduates received the 
diploma of the Chinese Imperial Board 
of Education, and these diplomas were 
presented by the Grand Councillor. 
These facts prove the awakening of 
slumbering China and give evidence 
to the confidence the government 
places in earnest, faithful, foreign 


*Of the most particular note is the fact 
that this is the first instance in history of . 
the Chinese Government conferring a foreign 
degree upon any of her subjects. 
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workers. More than all this, mem- 
bers of the imperial household and 
high officials are annually received 
into the hospital of the college for 
surgical treatment. The Chinese place 
great faith in the foreigner’s surgery. 
They will rarely undergo operations 
on the abdomen but very readily sub- 
mit to other surgical work. In the line 
of medicine, a general faith in foreign 

medicine in preference to native medi- 
cine has not yet been established in 
the native Chinaman. 

A report of the graduation exer- 
cises which took place at Peking, 
Friday, April 7, 1911, is given as fol- 
lows: 

the of 1901, 
gathering up the scattered remains of 
mission work in Peking, saw with 
the eye of faith, we were privileged 
to see in actual fact. The ceremony 
had been long* postponed owing to 
the exigencies of the plague work in 
which nearly all the graduates were 


engaged. At the earnest request of 


the authorities it was decided to ar- 
range matters so that they might con- 
tinue their valuable work ill the end 
of March. 

There being no room in the college 
large enough to accommodate the ex- 


pected guests, a spacious pavilion was 


erected and was made very gay with 
decorations in which the flags of 


dominated. 


His Excellency, Grand Councillo 
Na Tung, who represented the throne 
at the inauguration of the college, 
was again present to address the 
graduates and present them with their 
diplomas. Representatives of the vari- 
ous boards and other high Chinese 
officials were present and many others 
sent good wishes and congratulations. 
The International Plague Conference, 
then in session.in Mukden, sent the 
following message: 

‘‘The International Plague Confer- 


China, America and England cd] 
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ence unites in congratulating the 
Union Medical College on the gradua- 
tion of its first class of students to- 
day. They welcome the graduates to 
the membership of the medical pro- 
fession and send them their best wishes 
for a successful career. Sze.”’ 

The various missionary bodies of 
the city and neighboring cities and 
districts were fully represented. 

Thirteen of the teaching staff of the 
college were present on the platform 
and made a brave show in the varied 


academic costumes of their respective 


colleges. The sixteen graduates were 


attired in caps and black Geneva 


gowns with facings of purple satin. 
The foreign style of head-gear ob- 
secured the fact that all but three 


had sacrificed their queues to the 
needs of plague work and the grow- 
ing sense of dissatisfaction with the 


appendage. Three of them had gone 
the whole way and were dressed in 
foreign style. 
The college diplomas were printed | 
in English and Chinese with a border 


of green and gold dragons and in the 


center the Aesculapian sign over the 


college seal in red—the effect was — 
quite distinctive and pleasing to the 
eye. 

~The diploma given by the Imperial | 
Board of Education was quite plain, 
stamped with the purple seal of the . 
board. 


Sir John J British Minis- 
ter, presided and gave an address, 


mentioning the difficulties encountered — 


in the beginning of the school and 
its progress, congratulating the stu- 
dents for their good work. paid tribute 
to the faithful students of the college 
who lost their lives in the work of 
helping to stamp out the plague 
scourge which devastated northern 
China during the past year, and 
exhorted the graduates to give their 
services to the rich and poor alike. 
He implored them to assiduously eulti- 
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vate their professional skill and to 
make it a valuable asset in the ad- 
vancement of the great empire whose 
illustrious Empress laid the founda- 
tions of the Union Medical College. 
After other speakers, the American 
Minister, Hon. J. W. Calhoun, fol- 
lowed with an eloquent tribute to the 
noble and _ self-sacrificing work done 
by medical men all over the world in 
the investigation and combating of 


disease, which has made it possible for 


men to live and work in safety in 
places previously devastated by yel- 
low fever, malaria and other diseases. 
He spoke of the doctors of the col- 
lege and many of its students having 
done nobly in helping to combat the 


plague in Manchuria, Tientsin, Peking 


and elsewhere. 
The Dean, Dr. 
made the following statement during 
the course of his address: 

‘We have tried to create a medical 
nomenclature and a medical literature 
in the wonderful language of this 
country.. We are still translating 


books and intend to keep our students 
abreast of the times by publishing a 


monthly medical magazine. We did 


not adopt the easiest method and teach > 


our students in a foreign language.’’ 


Much of the school work in China 


is done by first teaching English and 
then teaching science, history and 
literature, etc., in the English. Even 
where this work is conducted in the 
Chinese language, as it is done by 
many of the older men, it is compara- 
tively an easy task compared to teach- 
ing medicine in the native tongue. The 
difficulty lies in the fact that in 
Chinese we find no equivalent for the 
medical terms. A medical vocabulary 
must be manufactured. This also for 
the names of drugs and the same con- 
ditions exist largely in. all teaching 
of science. The college already has 
a considerable number of works on 


medicine and surgery, materia medica, 


and renown of the coilege. 


Thomas Cochrane, 
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etc., translated and a great amount of 
translation work is at present under 
way. <A Chinese Medical Dictionary 
represents a feat hardly to _ be 
imagined, but this almost insurmount- 
able obstacle to medical college work 
will soon be a reality. A monthly 
medical journal will appear before 
the end of 1911. Sy 

- During 1911 103 students were in 
attendance at the school work. These 


men came from thirteen of the eigh- 


teen provinces of China and this fact 
again gives evidence of the reputation 
It must 
be understood that there are a con- 
siderable number of schools and hospi- 
tals attempting medical education of 
Chinese. 

China, naturally the work in anatomy 


and surgery is somewhat crippled, but 


the deficiency is largely made up by 
the employment of excellent models” 


and charts and clinics. 


The course covers about the... same 
work as that done at the average 
schools in the states, and presumes a 
thorough high school preliminary edu- 
cation. 
To this college is due the discovery 
of the first plague case in Peking, and 
the work immediately started and al- 
ready under way saved Peking froma 
devastation from plague. In fact, the | 
recent work done by medical men in 
saving China from extinction by 


plague has done more to cause the 


Chinese people and government to 


favor and encourage foreign medical 
work and general missionary enter- 


prise than anything else in the history 
of the past. Also a much kindlier 
feeling toward all foreigners - be 
a direct result. 

The following statement is made 
relative to the result of the examina- 
tions: | 

‘In the final examination the re- 


sults of the written papers and the 
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oral tests showed a standard not lower 
than that attained by the average 
Kuropean graduate, and the board 
thinks that the college authorities 
have every reason to be congratulated 
on the class of medical men it has 
contributed to the profession.’’ 
The final examinations were con- 
ducted by an International Board of 
Medical Examiners and at the exami- 
nation officials of the Imperial Board 
of Education were present.

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UNVEILING THE TABLET TO THE 
OF WILLIAM MARTIN 
SEARBY 


On Sunday afternoon, January 21, 
1912, the marble tablet in memory of 
the late Professor William Martin 
Searby was unveiled in the hall of 
the California College of Pharmacy 
building. Gasten E. Bacon was mas- 
ter of the ceremonies and the speakers 
were as follows: President Benjamin 
Ide Wheeler, Dr. Albert Schneider, 
Dr. Josephine Barbat-Winslow, Frank 
T. Green, dean of the College of Phar- 
macy, K. B. Bowerman, president of 
the Alumni, and Valentine Schmidt, 
one of the directors of the college. 

_ Mr. Bacon gave a brief and concise 
history of the College of Pharmacy — 
from its foundation in 1872. He told 
how Searby had served as president, 
director, secretary and dean at differ- 
ent times, how for over 35 years he 
was in active charge and in this time 
succeeded in making it rank high 
among similar institutions of the coun- 
try. Mr. Bacon then introduced the 


president of the University of Cali- © 


fornia. President Wheeler’ spoke 


highly of the work accomplished by 


Searby during the time he was con- 
nected with the university. 
‘‘Dr. Searby,’’ said President Wheel- 
r, ‘‘knew what he was here for. He 
ia a mission among us and he regu- 


lated his life according to the deep 


perspective background of .our lives. 
His was a stable character and what 


he was and what he has built is be- 


yond price to California. I ask that 
those of us who love California will 
pray that more of such stable men 
may arise among us for the better- 
ment of the race and the uplifting of 
mankind.’’ . 

““Dr. Albert Schneider was next intro- 
duced and he spoke of the work of 
Prof. Searby along the lines of edu- 
cational progress, both on the Pacific 
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Coast and in the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 
Mrs. Richard Rees sang ‘‘Song of 


the Soul’’ by Breil; Mrs. Guy S. Mill- 


berry acting as accompanist, and later 
in the exercises again sang Grenier’s 
‘‘Hosanna,’’ Mrs. Millberry again ac- 
companying. 

Josephine Barbat-Winslow next 


spoke as follows: We are assembled 
here today for the expression of one’ 
grand thought, to do honor to the 
memory of our dear friend and teach- 


er, William M. Searby. 


But few persons were fortunate 
enough to know him as I did. Long 


before I thought of going to college 
he gave me kindly encouragement and 
strongly advised me to enter as a 
student — as there were no women 


pharmacists at that time. 
Throughout my entire college career 
he was my staunch friend, through his 


efforts I was appointed instructor in 
botany and later in materia medica. 


- The women graduates of this col- 


lege owe much to him. He took a 
deep interest in each one of us and 
was untiring in his efforts to help and 
instruct us to reach the top round of 


the ladder of fame and pharmacy. 


His kindly smile, his gentle patience 
and goodness endeared him alike to 


students and friends—and it can be 


truly said, 
‘“None knew him but to love him, 
None named him, but to praise.’’ 


Professor Green, dean of the college, 
was the next speaker and spoke as 


follows: 


We have met today the 


tablet commemorating the life work of — 


Professor Searby. This is the anniver- 
sary of his birth, for he still lives. 
He lives in the memory of those dear 
to him, in the hearts of those near 


to him, in the aims of hundreds of his 


students of the past, in the ideals of 
the college with its alumni, its direct- 


ors and its faculty. Physicists tell us 
that a pebble thrown in clear water 
makes circles that keep moving ever 
forward. Just so his life, devoted to 
others, his teachings and his example 
go ever onward, always to aid, to up- 
lift, to guide. 

Mr. Bowerman spoke on behalf of 
the Alumni as follows: 

It 1s extremely appropriate that the 
Alumni Association. of the California 


College of Pharmacy should take part 


in these memorial exercises in honor. 
of Professor Searby. All of the Alum- 
ni were his students and his absolute 
belief in our ability to make good kept 


many of us at the task when funds 
were short and ambition was low. I 
.remember calling at his pharmacy one 


day, when I noticed posted on the 


_ desk at which he sat this motto, ‘‘This, 
then, to thine own self be true and it — 


shall follow as the night the day, thou 
canst not then be false to any man.”’ 


‘We who knew him well, know how 


truly he lived up to that motto. 
~The Alumni are completing arrange- 


ments for the placing of a marble 
chair in the Hearst Greek Theatre at 


Berkeley in memory of Professor 
Searby. The funds for this purpose 


were contributed entirely by members 


of the Alumni Association and were 


_ obtained through the efforts of Mr. I. 


Tobriner of Oakland, class 793. We 
hope to have this memorial in place 
by Fall, when it will be dedicated 
with appropriate exercises. | 

Mr. Valentine Schmidt, to whom 


most credit is due for the erection 


of the memorial tablet, next spoke. 
So much has already been said in 
eulogy of our dear departed friend, 
I feel anything I might add would be 
repetition. I have known Mr. Searby 
about 35 years. My first meeting with 
him gave me the eetnien of a man 
of sterling qualities, a man of learn- 
ing, magnetic, truthful and honest. It 
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was a case of love at first sight, and 
this love increased as the years rolled 
by. We became associated together 
in college work, when the college was 
in its infancy and struggling for an 
existence. Mr. Searby’s ideal was to 
elevate the standard of pharmacy and 
place the California College of Phar- 
macy on an equal footing with the 
best Eastern colleges; how well he 
has succeeded need not be told. He 


lived to see his fondest hopes realized. 


His sole aim was to advance the 
standard of pharmacy, educate the 
young and fit them for their live’s 
work. Hundreds of successful pharma- 
eists all over the State are -today 
singing his praise as a result of his 


efforts, and in doing that work Prof. | 
Searby has built a monument for him- 


self stronger and better than any

‘THE SEARBY MEMORIAL CHAIR 


FUND 
Several years ago a plan was origi- 
nated by the authorities of the Uni- 


versity of California to provide and 


install marble chairs in the diazome of 


the Greek Theater in Berkeley. The 


funds for these chairs were to be con- 
tributed by the various graduated 
classes and the chairs dedicated to these 
classes or to any individual whom a 
class might designate. 


The trustees of the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the 


California College of 
Pharmacy decided upon raising a fund 
for this purpose. It was also decided 


that the chair so provided was to be 
dedicated to Professor Wiliam M. 


Searby as a testimonial in appreciation 
of all he had accomplished’ for the ad- 
vancement of pharmaceutical education. 

For this purpose a committee was 
appointed, consisting of Dr. H. M.

Scientific and Pharmaceutical Notes 


THE INTERNATIONAL OPIUM CON- 
FERENCE 


The International Opium Conference 
which has been sitting at The Hague 
since December 4th, 1911, adjourned for 
the Christmas recess on Tlesciitber 23rd, 
and will, it is understood, resume its 
sessions on January 8th, 1912, when an 
early completion of its labors is antici- 

pated. The main object of the conference 
- is to put into the form of an International 
Convention the _ resolutions which were 
arrived at by the International Commis- 
sion held at Shanghai in 1909. <A con- 
ference, diplomatically speaking, is a far 


more important event than.a Commission. 


The representatives of the different na- 
tions attend as _ plenipotentiaries, with 
authority to sign, subject, of course, to 
ratification by their respective govern- 
ments, the articles of the convention and 
protocols which they prepare. Twelve 
nations have sent representatives to the 
Hague, the Dutch 
- Government once again having afforded 
hospitality at that famous city of diplo- 


macy to those engaged in an international — 
work alike of high policy and of humani- 


tarian endeavor. The meetings are held 
in a chamber in the Binnenhof, adorned 
with the paintings of Lairesse. 
ceedings were opened on December 4th 
by a welcome pronounced by M. Van 
~Swinderen, the Dutch Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and Bishop Brent, one of 
the American delegation, was elected 
president of the conference. The British 
plenipotentiaries are the Right Hon. Sir 
Cecil Clementi Smith, GOMG., 
William S. Meyer, K.C.LE., Sir William 
J. Collins, D.L., M.D., F.R.C.8., and Mr. 
M. W. Max Maller, C.B., M.V.O. The other 
nations represented are ‘the United States, 
Germany, France, China, Italy, Japan, 
Netherlands, Persia, Portugal, Russia, and 
Siam. The press is not admitted to the 
sessions, and the official language is 
French, though speeches are, it is under- 
stood, often made in English. Many techni- 
eal questions of a pharmacological nature 
have, we understand, arisen, and these 
have been referred to a Technical Com- 
mission composed of those delegates who 
have medical or chemical qualifications. 
Nine nationalities were represented on this

Technical Commission, and the members 


and the names they represented were as 
follows: Germany, Dr. Kerp, of the Im- 
perial Health Office of Berlin; America, 
Dr. Hamilton Wright and Mr. Henry J. 
Finger; China, Dr. Wu Lien-Teh, who > 
fought the plague in Manchuria ; Foante. 
Dr. Gaide, Medecin-Major in the Indo- 
Chinese colonies of France; Great Britain, 


Sir William Collins, Vice-Chancellor of 


the University of London; Italy, Professor 
Rocco Santoliquido, M. P.; Japan, Dr. 
Tomoe Takaki, Director of the School of 
Medicine in Formosa, and Dr. Kotaro 
Nishizaki, Director of the Hygiene Labo- 


ratory at Yokohama; Netherlands, Dr. J. 


G. Scheurer, Member of the Second 
Chamber; Russia, Dr. Chapirow, Honorary 
Physician to the Czar. Of this Commis- 
sion Sir. William Collins was elected presi- 
dent, and Dr. Wu _ Lien-Teh honorary 
secretary. Certain resolufions passed by. 


the conference, dealing with the limitation 


of the production and distribution of raw 
and prepared opium have already appeared 
in the press. It is understood that, 
mainly on the proposal of the British rep- 
resentatives, steps are also being taken 
with a view to control the manufacture 
and distribution of morphine. and cocaine. 
The question of ‘‘anti-opium remedies,’’ 


so much puffed in China, is also under 


consideration.—British Medical Journal. 


CIGARETTES | 
Thomas A. Edison, in his tour abroad, 
states that it is the ubiquitous cigarette . 
smoking which is oausing degeneracy and 
deterioration’ of the French people, rather 
than absinthe and other forms of vice and 
debauchery. We do not wish to convey the 


- impression that Edison is an authority on 


social and biological matters, king and 
conqueror though he may. be. of the world 
of electricity. You will perhaps recall that 
a few months ago he asservated that four 
hours of sleep was enough for any indi- 
vidual, and that more than one-sixth of the 
time spent in sleep meant not only loss 
of time but mental and physical depletion 
as well. We shall not quarrel with the 
wizard of electricity over his theory of 


‘sleeplessness tending to greater longevity 


and usefulness. With regard to cigarette 
smoking we believe that his assertions are 
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on the whole true. The cigarette invites 
the whole category of vices and even in 
its effects alone leaves a mental deteriora- 
tion that is beyond recall and beyond re- 


juvenation. Its most blighting effects are — 
said to be due to the brain poison known 


as acrotein which comes more from the 
combustion of the wrapper than from the 
tobacco. <A cigarette is unsatisfying if 
not inhaled in order to obtain its blunt- 


Ing, anesthetic effect upon the central 


nervous system. The ordinary smoking 
of a pipe or cigar affects only the nerve- 
endings. It obtunds the nerves and may 


prove sdéething and satisfying. Cigarette 


smoke strikes in more profoundly and 


earries the deadly acrotein. The ‘‘pill’’ 


should be abolished by law. The state of 
Indiana prevents the sale of cigarettes. 


Curcumin Paper.—Curcumin paper, for 


the detection of boric acid, is made by 
dipping best white blotting-paper in a 
solution of 0.1 Gm. of eureumin in 100 
mils of 90 per cent. alcohol, and drying 


In a dark room; it should be kept in a 


well-stoppered bottle in a dark place. Cur- 
cumin is made by drying turmeric root 
at 100 deg., extracting it in a Soxhlet 
apparatus with petroleum ether for four 
hours to remove fat, and then drying and 
extracting in a similar way with benzol 
for about eight to ten hours. On cooling 


the benzol solution curcumin separates out — 


in about twelve hours.—Vierteljahrsschr. f.

When cocoa is treated with an alkali or 
an alkaline salt, as in the so-called Dutch 
process, and the finished cocoa contains 
increased mineral matter as the result of » 


this treatment, but no alkali as such is 


present, the label should bear a statement 
to the effect that the cocoa contains added 
mineral ingredients, stating the amount. 
Cocoas and chocolates containing an ap- 
preciable amount of free alkali are adulter- 
ated. In the opinion of the Board, cocoa 
not treated with alkali is not solisble in 
the ordinary acceptance of the _ term. 
Cocoa before and after treatment with 


alkali shows essentially the same lack of 


solubility. To designate the alkali-treated 
cocoa as ‘‘soluble’’ cocoa is misleading 
and deceptive. |

two-year course and recognized by the 
board. 

The board will only recognize ‘the two 
State Schools of Pharmacy in Washington, 


and such other schools or colleges in the 
country as hold membership in the Ameri- 
can conference of ee facul- 
ties. 
Any pharmacist holding full registra- 


tion papers obtained in another state prior 


to July Ist, 1912, shall be admitted to 


examination as candidate for registration.

the intent of this particular provision of 
the charter: were the correct ones. : 

‘‘These rulings will henceforth govern 


police court eases, so far as they concern 


the meaning of the charter. In the first 
place, the court ruled that, under the 
charter, telephone piencripatons , whether 
from a regularly licensed physician or not, 
cannot be legally filled by any -drug store 
within the corporate limits..of Pasadena. 
In the second. place, Judge McDonald held 
that no dentist who does not hold a license 


entitling him to practice medicine in Cali- 


fornia can write a_ prescription for 
whiskey or any medicine and have it 
legally filled at a drug store. In the 
third place, and perhaps most important 
of all, the court ruled that the employer 
can be held responsible for the acts of 
servant, agent or employe, and can be 
found guilty, whether or not he has 
knowledge of or has given his consent 
to the act of the employe which con- 
stitutes a violation of the law. 

‘‘T have so many other matters to look 
after. right now in connection with my 
official duties as city. attorney that I will 
let the Parsons case rest for a time, de- 
ciding later whether to press it further.’’
